Another testimonial will be 
arranged to present to the families 
of those who lost their lives in the 
cause of liberty and justice. The 
committee has the names of a number 
of killed and wounded from this city, 
but that none may be overlooked any 
person knowing of a man from South 
San Francisco or its environs who 
was wounded or died, and whose name 
is not on 'the committee’s list, should 
immedfiately notify The Enterprise 
office or a member of the committee. 
The list so far as known is as fol¬ 
lows: Died—Karl Muth, James Bow¬ 
ser, Carroll Hlestand, Rollle Jones, 
Bernard McCaffrey, and Engenio 
Francheschetti; wounded — David 
Rodgers, Franklin M. Robinson, C. 
O’Rourke, Angelo Monetini, Manuel 
Pava, Peter Dress, .Arthur C. Mathi- 
sen, William L. Doyle, Manuel To- 
bash, Frederick Schmidt, Joseph H. 
Castro, and Nicola Re. The commit¬ 
tee handling the affair is composed of 
Dr. J. C. McGovern, B. H. Truax, A. 
McSweeney, E. E. Cunningham, A. P. 
Scott, A. J. Eschelbach, and L. Adams. 
Its report on program arranged, as 
given in last week's Enterprise, was 
read Tuesday night at the meeting of 
the city trustees and accepted by the 
city fdthers. Patrick Bowler has be^n 
chosen to respond for the service men 
to the address of welcome to be de¬ 
livered by Mayor G. W. Holston. Fol¬ 
lowing its acceptance of the commit¬ 
tee’s report the board passed a reso¬ 
lution declaring September 20th a 
holiday in this city.

Kejley were absent from Tuesday 
night’s meeting. Trustee Fred Cun¬ 
ningham presided.

It has been expected that because 
of the loss of revenue from liquor 
licenses and the expenses entailed by 
the building of a county hospital and 
increases in teachers’ salaries there 
"would be a material increase in the 
county tax rate for the coming year, 
but the rate as set by the county 
supervisors Monday is not as high, 
probably, as many have expected. For 
the year of 1919-1920 the rate will be 
$2.05 on the $100 inside of Incor¬ 
porated cities and $2.55 in districts 
outside. This rate is 58 cents higher 
than last ycur, 40 cents of which goes 
to thd hospital fund. 

The Increase in the teachers’ sal¬ 
aries was tentatively agreed upon by 
the supervisors several months ago 
when a mass meeting of the county 
educators was Held In the super¬ 
visors’ chambers and it was shown 
that the teachers could not live prop¬ 
erly on their present salaries. The 
general public was strongly in favor 
of the increase. 

The salary fund is raised 1% cents 
over that of last year to take care of 
the increase in salary of courthouse 
officials and deputies, as provided for 
in the county government act. The 
social service and the county hospital 
funds are each increased 1 cent and 
the highway maintenance fund 3 
cents. The general ’fund remains 
practically the same, and this despite 
the fact that the board made pro¬ 
vision in this fund for the construc¬ 
tion of’four concrete bridges in dif¬ 
ferent parts of tiie county.

The parade of Tuesday, 
dedicated to the Women of the War, 
was one of the finest San Francisco, !

It filled Market street 
for nearly two hours. Stooped, gray 
veterans of the Civil War vied with 
Stalwart young men in khaki and 
blue in honoring the mothers, wives, 
sisters, and sweethearts of the men 
who marched away so bravely in de¬ 
fense of the world’s liberty. Magnifi¬ 
cent is the only word in the language 
to describe it, and that does not do it 
justice.

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STATE IS SLOW IN 


RODMAN’S FLAGSHIP 
HAS ELECTRIC DRIVE 


For the first seven months of 1919 
the per capita investment of the peo¬ 
ple of - northern California in war sav¬ 
ings and treasury savings certificates 
was 73 cents, while southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s per capita investment was 
only 67 cents. “This means,” said 
Robert E. Smith, director of the war 
loan organization for the twelfth fed¬ 
eral reserve district that the citi¬ 
zens of both northern and southern 
California must speed up their invest¬ 
ment in these government securities 
if they are going to Save the face of 
the state in the eyes of the rest Of 
the states of the country.” 

The quota per capita asked by the 
government this year was $10, just 
half of what was asked in 1918. If 
California makes her quota, residents 
of the nine southern counties will 
have to buy $9.34 worth of war sav¬ 
ings stamps each before the end of 
the year, while the citizens of the 
forty-nine northern counties will Imve 
to invest $9.27 each. 

Northern California’s war savings 
quota for 1919 is $20,121,690. South¬ 
ern California’s quota is $12,236,290. 
So far northern California has raised 
only $1,487,941, while southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s subscription to date is only 
$820,956.49, “a miserable showing” in 
the opinion of federal officials. 

"It is the duty of every man and 
woman in California to see to it that 
California does not disgrace herself 
by falling down in her war savings 
quota this year," said C. A. Farns¬ 
worth, associate director of the war 
loan organization. “The government 
needs the money now just as vitally 
as it did when the guns were boom¬ 
ing. It is a sad kind of Americanism 
that won’t lend $10 to the United 
States at 4 per cent interest com¬ 
pounded quarterly.”

Superdreadnaught’s Power Plant 
Generates Enough “Juice” for 
City of Oakland. 

•>* _ 

The superdreadnaught U. S. S. New 
Mexico, flagship of the Pacific fleet, is 
driven, by electricity. It is the first 
battleship of any navy to be so pro¬ 
pelled. 

All battleships of both our own and 
foreign navies have steam engines or 
steam turbines mechanically coupled 
to the propeller shafts. In the New 
Mexico the steam turbines generate 
electricity, which is transmitted 
through cables to electric motors 
mounted on the propeller shafts. 

At first thought it might seem 
foolish to generate electric power just 
to change it back into mechanical 
power at the propellers. But there 
are advantages secured by the electric 
drive that greatly outweigh any 
losses in this change of power into 
electricity and back again. There is 
actually a fuel saving, of about 25 per 
cent. The machinery is far simpler 
than in other ships. There is also 
much less danger of the machinery 
being put out of commission by tor¬ 
pedoes or shell explosions. 

Secretary Daniels justly says, “The 
New Mexico marks an epoch in naval 
progress.” 

Ten years ago electric propulsion 
for vessels was being discussed by 
I eminent engineers. But it remained 
i for W. L. R. Emmet, consulting en¬ 
gineer of the General Electric Com¬ 
pany, in co-operation with the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, U. S. N., to 
apply it to large ships. 

Five years ago an electric drive was 
installed on the collier Jupiter, a 
20,000-ton 14.5-knot vessel, while one 
of her sister, ships, the Neptune, was 
equipped with geared steam turbine 
drive and another, the Cyclops, with 
direct connected reciprocating en¬ 
gines. 

The results obtained with the 
Jupiter proved the unquestionable 
superiority of electric drive. And so 
electric drive was adopted for the 
superdreadnaught New Mexico, with 
32,000 tons displacement and a speed 


of 21 knots. The California, a sister 
ship of the New Mexico, is today be¬ 
ing built at Mare Island. It also will 
be electrically propelled. In fact, the 
navy department has adopted elec¬ 
tricity as the driving power for all 
capital ships of the navy hereafter. 
Work has already been started on the 
35-knot electrically driven battle 
cruisers. Each of these will havq an 
electric power plant six times more 
powerful than that of the. New 
Mexico. 

The machinery on the New Mexico 
is comparatively simple. Steam is 
generated in oil-burning boilers. 
There are two 14,000-horsepower 
Curtis turbo-generators, which gen¬ 
erate electricity and feed it through 
a central control to four 7000-horse- 
power electric motors. There are 
four propellers, each with a motor 
coupled to it. All four of the motors 
together drive the New Mexico up to 
a speed of 21 knots. They can be 
reversed from full speed ahead to full 


speed astern in thirty seconds, a very 
valuable safety feature in maneuver¬ 
ing. 

The main electric turbines on the 
New Mexico generate enough elec¬ 
tricity for a city the size of Oakland. 
Besides there is 2000 additional horse¬ 
power generated for lightiny, steer¬ 
ing, turret machinery, ventilation, 
v winches, windlesses, cranes, radio¬ 
telephony, searchlights, laundry, re¬ 
frigeration, baking, machine shop— 
making the New Mexico an electric 
ship indeed. This auxiliary power 
alone would be enough for a city of 
20,000 people. 

The New Mexico forecasts the com¬ 
ing of faster, safer, more economical 
merchant vessels. Admiral Benson, 
chief of naval operations, says "... 
as soon as the merit of this system 
becomes known commercially, electric 
propulsion will prove Its practical 
value in the merchant marine just as 
thoroughly as it has to the navy.”

Macaroni and Cheese Dish. 

1. Boll macaroni until tender In 
salted water. 

2. In a buttered baking dish put: 

A layer of cooked macaroni. 

A layer of chopped green pepper. 

A layer of chopped onion (if de¬ 
sired). . 

A layer of bread cut in half-inch 
cubes. 

A layer of grated cheese. v 

Repeat. 

3. Pour over all milk to nearly 
cover, to which has been added one 
or two slightly beaten eggs. 

4. Bakd about 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven until all is tender and 
the consistency of custard. 

If oven is too hot the cheese will 
become tough and the mixture will 
whey off. 

The above is an excellent meat and 
potato substitute. 

Plain Cake. 

4 tablespoons fat. 

% cmp sugar. 

2 egg whites. 

1% cups flour. 

2 teaspoons baking powder. 

Vi cup milk. 

Vanilla, salt. 

1. Cream the fat, add the sugar and 
cream both together. 

2. Sift the flour, baking powder and 
salt into the mixture, then add the 
milk and beat well. 

3. Lastly cut and fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites and vanilla. 

4. Pour into one layer and bake 
about 20 minutes in a moderate oven. 

A nice dessert may be made of the 
above as follows: 

1. When cold, split the cake in two 
crosswise, using two forks. 

2. Spread the lower half with a soft 
custard made with the yolks of the 
eggs. 

3. Place other half on top and cover 
all with a chocolate icing. 

Chocolate Icing. 

2 tablespoons melted butter. 

2 tablespoons ground chocolate. 

2 tablespoons warm coffee or cream 
<or more). 

1 cup powdered sugar. 

1. Melt butter, add chocolate and 
cook slightly, stirring constantly. 

2. Remove from fire, add c&ltee or 
cream and powdered sugar. Stir all 
until smooth. 

3. More or less liquid or sugar may 
be added to make of the required con¬ 
sistency. 

Cabbage Meat Rolls. 

1. Separate large cabbage leaves 
and boil uncovered 10 minutes. 

2. Chop left over cooked meat or 
use Hamburg or Hamburg and sau¬ 
sage; meat mixed. 

3. Season meat with salt, pepper, 
onion and sage if desired. 

4. Mix with brown sauce or tomato 
sauce. 

5. Form meat into rolls of about one 
tablespoon each, wrap in a cabbage 
leaf and fasten with toothpicks or 
thread. 

6. Place in baking dish, pour brown 
sauce or tomato sauce over them to 
cover,' and bake or simmer one-half 
hour.

HEROES MAY REST 
WHERETO FODGHT 

The following message of General 
Pershing has been communicated by 
the war department to Colonel Smith, 
recruiting officer for the San Fran¬ 
cisco recruiting district ,for publica¬ 
tion: 

"Believe it inadvisable to return 
dead from England before definite 
decision as to entire question and 
particularly before final action as to 
dead interred in France. Have given 
the entire question of our dead much 
thought, and my opinion is that this 
course would be fully appreciated by 
our allies and that our government 
will be given every facility in beau¬ 
tifying and caring tor the cemeteries 
already established on the fields won 
by oi^r heroic dead. Believe that could 
these soldiers speak for themselves 
they would wish to be left undis¬ 
turbed in the place where, with their 
comrades, they fought their last fight. 
Those who rest in England gave their 
lives in the same cause and their re¬ 
mains represent the same salvation as 
ihosfe who lie in the battlefields. 

“The graves of our soldiers consti¬ 
tute, if they are allowed to remain, a 
perpetual reminder to our allies of the 
liberty and ideals upon which the 
greatness of America rests. Think the 
sentiments above outlined are held by 
many who have given this subject 
thought. These sentiments should 
appeal to the relatives and friends. 
Recommend that none of our dead be 
removed from Europe unless their 
nearest relatives and friends so de¬ 
mand after a full understanding of all 
the sentimental reasons against such 
removal, and further recommend that 
immediate steps be taken for per¬ 
manently Improving and beautifying 
our cemeteries.”

Velvets get defaced by having the 
pile or nap crushed. It can often be 
raised again by careful stemming. Lay 
a wet cloth over the back of the, velvet, 
lift the two together, and pass them 
over an inverted hot iron, holding 
the wet cloth next the iron; or hold 
the velvet stretched over the steam 
from a vessel of hot water or a steam 
spreader on the spot of a teakettle, 
with the back of the velvet toward 
the steam. 

Dust may be removed from velvet 
by brushing, then spongiqg carefully 
and steaming. 


HOW TO WASH CORDUROY. 


Corduroy is a kind of cotton velvet 
which may be washed providing it is 
not rubbed, squeezed or ironed. If it 
is made up at home, stitch the seams 
with a loose stitch to prevent pucker¬ 
ing when washed. Before laundering 
babies’ coats or other lined garments 
loosen the lining at the bottom to 
avoid bagging. Use a solution of mild 
soap, or for dark colors which may 
streak or fade a solution of soap bark. 
Souse the garment up and down in a 
soapy water, changing the water as it 
becomes soiled.. Rinse in several
